Dear Editor, 

Wake up and smell...the burning rubber. Hear...the 
sound of screeching brakes followed by a deafening thud 
as tons of metal collide. These were the sensations that 
greeted those of us who live on Orange Grove near 
Sunnyside this morning when a large pickup truck and 
a Volkswagen bus met one another under unfortunate 
circumstances and, judging from the length of the 
skidmarks of one of the vehicles, at excessive 
speed...Walking out to retrieve the morning paper, I 
found myself, instead, racing to my car for my cellular 
phone to call 911 and then trying to assist with a cha¬ 
otic scene awaiting police, fire, and paramedics to ar¬ 
rive to aid the injured. 

Speaking to a number of my neighbors who had also 
come outside, there was universal bewilderment at the 
City Council’s action recently to raise, not lower, the 
speed limit on our street. Having caught a part of the 
taped replay of the meeting, I understood that the coun¬ 
cil was caught “between a rock and a hard place’’ and 
forced to take the action in order to enforce a speed limit 
on Orange Grove - the result of years of limited enforce¬ 
ment by both Sierra Madre and Arcadia when speeds 
increased until the lower limits were no longer justified 
by the actual speed of traffic. 

Yet I have difficulty accepting Councilmember Doug 
Hayes’ ironic comment in support of raising the limit on 
the basis that driving at 30 miles per hour on our nar¬ 
row, tree-lined street is down-right dangerous as being 
too slow for the street. Councilmember Hayes, your 
credibility will be enhanced if you will drive down our 
street at 35 miles per hour and turn into a driveway with¬ 
out reducing speed and live to tell about it!

Reading) has diversified 
and enlarged the Library’s 
cassette books collection, 
especially recommended 
now for summer trips. 
STAR has also enlarged 
the popular large print 
books collection and the 
selection of music CDs. 
Under STAR the Library 
purchased its first “de¬ 
scribed videos,’’ in which a 
movie’s key visual ele¬ 
ments are inserted into 
pauses in the dialogue, 
making movies and televi¬ 
sion more accessible to 
audiences with visual im¬ 
pairments. Lighted mag¬ 
nifiers and talking calcula¬ 
tors were also added. 

Central to the program 
was the purchase of “The 
Reading Edge,’’ which 
scans printed text, con¬ 
verts it into synthesized 
speech, and reads it aloud. 
The Library estimates that 
this new technology pro¬ 
vides access for readers 
with little or no vision to 
94% of its entire collec¬ 
tion. 

The Library works 
closely with the Braille 
Institute Library in Los 
Angeles to help registered 
readers obtain Braille 
reading machines and talk¬ 
ing book tapes. 

In 1995 the Library un¬ 
dertook a project to com¬ 
pletely update and im¬ 
prove the lighting system. 

STAR was funded by a 
grant from the Library Ser¬ 
vices and Construction Act 
(1994), supplemented by 
generous contributions 
from the Friends of the Si¬ 
erra Madre Library, the 
Sierra Madre Civic Club, 
and the Senior Citizens’ 
Club of Sierra Madre. 

Library staff will gladly 
assist patrons and those 
who serve people with 
special needs in making 
use of the Library’s mate¬ 
rials.

Galas Continue 
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by Phyllis Chapman 

When Rosemary 
Children’s Services has 
their annual Star Chefs 
evening this Saturday, 
June 8, the event will un¬ 
fold in a special Sierra 
Madre setting, the Barlow 
Villa, “Vista del Sol 
d’Oro.” It is also the loca¬ 
tion of the Friends of the 
Library Annual Wine 
Tasting. The address is 
200 N. Michillinda. 

The home was built for 
Dr. and Mrs. Walter Jarvis 
Barlow in 1927 as a replica 
of Villa Collazzi, the only 
villa designed by 
Michelangelo and located 
on the outskirts of Flo¬ 
rence, Italy. The Barlows 
were world travelers and 
felt this type of building 
ideal for Sierra Madre’s 
Mediterranean climate. 
They also visited the 
Bombicci-Pomi family 
whose ancestors had occu¬ 
pied Villa Collazzi for cen¬ 
turies. The plans were 
given to young architect 
Wallace Neff who added 
his own blueprint to the 
interior. Neff went on to 


become a famous architect 
designing many beautiful 
homes for the wealthy in 
this area as well as for the 
stars, including converting 
a hunting lodge into 
“Pickfair.” He gained 
world fame for his 
“Airform” bubble homes 
which provided affordable 
housing for third world 
countries. 

Dr. Barlow was a 
graduate of Columbia Uni¬ 
versity and Johns Hopkins. 
Later when he became ill 
with tuberculosis, he came 
to Los Angeles in 1897 to 
recover, which he did. He 
then made TB his medical 
specialty. 

TB was the number one 
killer back then and treat¬ 
ing the disease was awful. 
Recovery could take 
months or years and it was 
also a contagious menace. 
Dr. Barlow saw first hand 
that many sufferers came 
west to recover but were 
here without the necessary 
means of support. Also, 
facilities for care in the 
area were rare. 

To help such patients 
Dr. Barlow vowed to build 
a sanitarium to meet the 


needs of those “of limited 
means who have a reason¬ 
able chance of recovery.’’ 
The Barlows dedicated 
themselves to fundraising 
and in 1902 opened 
Barlow Sanitarium located 
in Chavez Ravine and for 
charity patients. The facil¬ 
ity continues today as 
Barlow Hospital, affiliated 
with use, and one of the 
leading hospitals in the 
country for serious pulmo¬ 
nary diseases. It has an 
excellent success record 
today in weaning patients 
from ventilator depen¬ 
dency. 

Although Dodger Sta¬ 
dium was built just over 
the hill from this hospital, 
the facility is located in 
such a way that it is not 
disturbed by the traffic and 
noise from the stadium. 
The Barlows chose the site 
well after spending hours 
driving their horse drawn 
carriage around Los Ange¬ 
les. Today it even has sur¬ 
prisingly clean air, thanks 
to a fresh air funnel formed 
by surrounding hills. The 
Sierra Madre property was 
purchased by the Barlows 
in 1904 with the intention

Question; Recently, the brake lights and 
rear turn signal lights in tny mini-van 
stopped working. I replaced one bulb, but 
that didn't help. So I asked a mechanic to 
look for a short or wiring problems. He 
said only the bulbs needed to be replaced 
and replaced them. The lights work fine 
now. Could all the bulbs go out 
simultaneously or do you think there 
could be a wiring problem? The van has 
about 60,000 miles on it. 

Answer: If replacing the bulbs corrected the 
problem, it is unlikely that wiring is the problem. 
It could be that the bulbs did just bum out at or 
near the same time due to age. A surge (or Spike) 
of electricity from an intermittent faulty voltage 
regulator or improper jump start could also cause 
this unusual problem. 

Some other possibilities that can keep bulbs from- 
working properly include: corroded or loose bulbs| 
or socket connections, using the wrong type of bulb, 
or damage to hut bulbs from water leaks caused' 
by bad lens gaskets or a cracked lens. 


of adding cottages and 
treating Sierra Madre pa¬ 
tients here, but this was not 
to be. So many people had 
come here to “Nature’s 
Sanitarium’’ with their ill¬ 
ness and were housed in 
shacks, tents, etc., that the 
city would not allow fur¬ 
ther development of this 
kind. 

The property was then 
kept as a vacation home. 
There were three Barlow 
children and the family 
lived in a mansion at what 
was then a very fashion¬ 
able Figueroa address. 
When the Barlows pur¬ 
chased the property there 
was a beautiful wooden 
farmhouse on the site 
known as “Darina.” Later 
the family made Sierra 
Madre their residence but 
tore down “Darina” and 
replaced it with the Villa. 
Mrs. Barlow said the farm¬ 
house was lovely, but they 
really needed a larger 
home, more servant’s 
quarters and a more appro¬ 
priate place for entertain¬ 
ing. They did entertain 
often and much of it was 
for fundraising. 

Many beautiful, care¬ 
fully chosen trees were 
planted and being practical 
people, the Barlows also 
planted a grove of fruit and 
avocado trees. On the 
south side of the residence 
there is a reflecting pool 
rimmed by cypress trees. 
Julia Morgan, Hearst’s ar¬ 
chitect for San Simeon, is 


said to have designed their 
swimming pool (removed 
when Alvemo was built). 
A tennis court, roses, pea¬ 
cocks, a number of dogs 
also added to the family’s 
enjoyment. The two 
Barlow daughters were 
married at the villa. The 
Barlows would also invite 
the small community to 
come and enjoy fireworks 
and lemonade and cookies 
on 4th of July. 

Dr. Barlow died at the 
Villa of lung cancer in 
1937. In 1941, Mrs. 
Barlow sold the property 
to the Sisters of St. Francis 
for $28,000. This was her 
way of saving her home 
and land from the develop¬ 
ers. 

In 1960, Alverno was 
built as a Catholic girls 
private high school which 
has emphasized academic 
excellence. The name was 
taken from Mount 
Alvernia, where St. 
Francis built a monastery 
in the 11th century. 

So, the Villa continues 
today and often opened to 
the public for social events 
and for events supporting 
worthy causes, just as it 
was in the days of the 
Barlows.

If you have read any entertainment news recently you 
know that pop-singer Madonna is currently in Europe 
filming Andrew Lloyd Webber’s “Evita”, and that Ar¬ 
gentina is displeased and you may wonder why. If you 
are over fifty or have read up on the legendary Evita 
Peron, you know. To many Argentineans, the gutsy little 
hustler, Maria Eva Duarte, who climbed the ladder of 
influence to become the first lady of Argentina as the wife 
of President Juan Peron is still what Lloyd Webber calls 
her,”part bedroom fantasy and part saint.” Madonna 
could only lay claim to half that description, and yet the 
two are remarkably similar in some ways. Both started 
in a low-life environment and both were determined to 
rise above it. Both did it in the entertainment field al¬ 
though Madonna’s talents far outshine Eva’s, whose 
principal activities, apparently, were in her bedroom. 

{She was a Beautiful but mediocre actress} Both showed 
tremendous ambition and understood how to please an 
audience. Both appear to be goodhearted and mean well, 
w ithin the limitations. There is no record that Madonna 
ruthlessly destroys those who criticize her as Eva prov- 
ably did. Madonna seems likely to do a good job with 
the role. She will be helped tremendously by Lloyd 
Webber who wrote some of his best and most varied mu¬ 


sic for one of his most 
imaginative scripts and 
had Tim Rice for the lyr¬ 
ics. Evita is one of those 
musicals that can be 
played anywhere, with 
elaborate stage effects or 
without. It carries its own 
drama in its compelling 
glimpses of a complex 



story, from the revolving door of Eva’s Bedroom to the 
game of musical chairs played by the army generals, and 
the music varies from the hammy tango, “Night of a 
Thousand Stars”, to the infectious "A New Argentina” 
and the unforgettable “Don’t Cry for Me, Argentina”. 
A favorite with fans is the wistful “Another Suitcase in 
Another Hall”. “So what happens now?—” sings 
Peron’s teenage mistress whom Evita has replaced 
(Angelique Batsel). If you are unfamiliar with ail this, 
you can catch up in the very good performance of 
“Evita” now appearing at the Covina Valley Playhouse. 
It has good voices and a lot of the style of the Broadway 
production, on a smaller scale. It is a classic and Covina 
has given it a worthy performance. 

Adriana Sanchez makes a diminutive but strong Evita, 
and Robert Amberg gives Peron personality, not easy in 
his secondary role. 

Scott Ruiz is wonderfully sarcastic as Che Guevara. 
Guevara grew up in Argentina and witnessed the begin¬ 
ning of Peron’s rule. Although there is no record that he 
ever met Evita, he is used as a cynical narrator (and com¬ 
mentator, expressing the true socialist’s view of Peron’s 
remarkably status-quo “revolution”. 

Norman Wilson sings well as the minor singer who 
represents Evita’s first step-up, and seventeen other

wine. The two recom¬ 
mended sniffs for this 
week are Turning Leaf - 
Sonoma County 1994 
Chardonnay and Turning 
Leaf Sonoma County 1994 
Zinfandel. Both are $8.99 
suggested retail. 

The Chardonnay is 
bright looking, with a quiet 
floral perfume nose. It is 
very drinkable, showing a 
round silky texture with a 
pleasant fresh finish. It 
delivers a $12 value with 
finesse. 

The Zinfandel is drier 


than most and has pepper, 
a hint of berry, and soft 
vanilla/oak on the nose. It 
is lip smacking, good sip¬ 
ping, yummy wine (and 
I’m not a Zinfandel fan). 

A big company is suing 
the owner of Turning Leaf, 
alleging infringement of 
copyright on the label, 
which features leaves; and 
unfair means to retail shelf 
space. Don’t give it any 
attention. The market 
place needs variety and 
fall leaves come in all 
shapes and sizes. 

Turning Leaf Sonoma 
County also makes a Pinot 
Noir (also suggested retail 
$8.99). It is for those who 


like Pinot in a light style. 
This wine is perhaps not 
for a Burgundy lover like 
myself but is earthy, easy 
going down and of good 
color. 

All of these wines are 
available at Howies and 
Happy’s in Sierra Madre.

City Council Report 

New business processing 
procedures produce high^ fees.

During the city council 
meeting on Tuesday June 
4, 1996, city officials dis¬ 
cussed and debated the 
proposal of new business 
license procedures and the 
accompanying increases in 
certain fees. 

The ordinance proposes 
new processing proce¬ 
dures for parking lot pro¬ 
motional events, game 
machines and sidewalk 
sales. The reviewed fee 
increases are applicable to 
such uses as daily vendor 
fees, advertising and distri¬ 
bution fees and commer¬ 
cial and entertainment 
fees. In addition, any resi¬ 
dent or business wishing to 
hold a garage sale, holiday 
boutique, excavating or 
extracting natural re¬ 
sources (such as rock, 


sand, gravel) or having a 
family care facility, will 
now have to remit a fee for 
a business license. 

City officials have re¬ 
viewed the proposal and 
have concluded that the 
new business ordinance 
will establish realistic and 
equitable fees. In addition, 
the ordinance will create 
more efficient processing 
procedures which will re¬ 
sult in less staff time and 
cost both to the city and the 
applicants. 

Resident, Gayle 
Marshall, said "Four years 
ago I opened my own busi¬ 
ness and I know what it 
cost me. Now, just four 
years later, the total cost to 
open a business like mine 
here in Arcadia has risen 
nearly 300 percent. The 
cost of opening a business 
in Arcadia is nearly double 


that of the highest I found 
of three neighboring cities. 
In Duarte it costs $800 for 
all applicable license fees 
and taxes and here in 
Arcadia, it costs an ap¬ 
proximate total of $ 1,8(X)." 
Marshall added, "Don't 
you think that these high 
fees have something to do 
with business's moving to 
adjacent cities?" 

Although not all licens¬ 
ing fees are subject to the 
amendment of the Busi¬ 
ness License Section of the 
Municipal Code, city offi¬ 
cials have determined that 
this adopted ordinance will 
produce a more efficient 
process and thereby pass¬ 
ing the benefit on to the 
applicant.

The overflow crowd that spilled out of the Arcadia 
City Council Chambers on Apr. 10 was no in evidence 
on May 14 or 16. 

On Wednesday, Apr. 10, the Planning Commission 
met in Arcadia’s City Council Chambers in what was to 
be their first meeting to discuss and review the city’s 
General Plan Update for 1996. As the Chambers filled 
to overcapacity, it was deemed a safety hazard. The 
meeting was scheduled for Apr. 29 and 30, to be held in 
the Community Center. 

On Apr. 29, approximately 250 people sat in the 
Community Center audience. In the early moments of 
the meeting, a letter from Santa Anita Realty was read. 
The letter stated, in part, “Due to a number of 
factors...we have decided to withdraw our 
application...to proceed with development of the site.” 

The audience was surprised, but not thwarted in their 
intent to speak to the Santa Anita issue as the meeting 
continued late into the night and resumed on Apr. 30 with 
a much smaller audience of approximately 100. During 
the two sessions, 46 people approached the microphone 
to voice opinions and concerns. 

Di.scussions continued at the regularly scheduled 
commission meeting on Tuesday, May 14 in the Coun¬ 
cil Chambers. At that time there were approximately 25 
persons in the audience. Most of the concerns expressed 
by those approaching the microphone related to the hous¬ 
ing element, particularly low income housing, as ad¬ 
dressed in the General Plan. Discussion of transition area 
I (Santa Anita property) was deferred to the public hear¬ 
ing on Thursday, May 16. 

Thursday, May 16, the public hearing opened at the 
Community Center. 400 chairs with agendas distributed 
on the seats sat waiting for bodies to fill them. Fewer than 
50 people came to occupy those chairs. Those few people 
and the Planning Commissioners managed to stretch that 
meeting from 7 to 11:20 p.m. 

During the evening, 21 audience members ap¬ 
proached the microphone. Many had spoken before. 
Once again the major topic was area 1. The opposition 
focus seemed to have shifted from crime, noise, etc. to 
traffic problems. Some members of the opposition read 
lengthy statements to the commissioners taking up to 30 
minutes each. 

T.D. Austin, resident of Arcadia and vice president 
of Santa Anita Realty, approached the microphone and 
recommended that the commission consider making a 
change to broad commercial for the south parking lot, 
with a density of 975,000 sq. ft., and keep horse racing 
for the rest of the area. 

Other members of the audience also spoke in favor 
of making changes in area 1 which would allow Santa 
Anita to present a new proposal. 

At 9:20 p.m. the Chair, after determining there were 
no more audience wishing to speak, declared the Public 
Hearing closed. Discussion among the commissioners 
began. 

At this point, R. Daggett, commission chair, threw the 
first glitch. He said, “I think the General Plan is far too 
specific.” He expressed his feeling that the whole thing 
is too wordy and redundant. He thought the transition 
areas as such should be eliminated and the definition 
should be general with areas not designated. 

G. Kovacic disagreed, stating that the Commission’s 
job is to look at the big picture. “It can’t be so general 
that you can readjust anything into it. The Commission 
is here to plan.” 

Lloyd Zola of LSA Assoc, explained that the areas are 
designated because they are the areas available. 

After more lengthy discussion, primarily between 
Daggett and Kovacic, it was decided to approach the area 
of the plan felt to be the least controversial. A unanimous 
decision was reached to accept the recommendations for 
transition area 4. This area represents industrial areas 
along Lower Azusa Rd. The recommendation allows for 
the proposed designation to remain industrial. 

Next to be tackled was transition area 3—the Down¬ 
town Residential District. Here the discussion of den-

died May 19 following a stroke. She was 83. _ 

In 1948 the Girl Scouts of America presented Mrs. 
Duckwall with the seldom bestowed ‘Thanks Badge” 
for her volunteer services. Later, in her position as di- 
rector of program services for the Santa Anita and Si- 
erra Madre Girl Scout Councils (now Mt. Wilson Vista 
Girl Scout Council), she revitalized local camps and co- 
ordinated large group events. 

After retiring from the Girl Scouts in 1969, she be¬ 
gan serving senior citizens. She helped to establish a 
luncheon program at the Arcadia Senior Center, a low- 
cost insurance program to assure seniors of ambulance 
service, and Dial-A-Ride service at reduced cost. For 
many years she help seniors with their taxes through the 
Tax Council for the Elderly program. She was also a 
trained advocate for BET Tzedek, a senior advocacy 
organization that helps needy elderly people secure le¬ 
gal advice and services available through government 
agencies. 

Bom in Ogden, Utah, Josephine moved to Axtell, 
Kansas, where she won a statewide high school extem¬ 
poraneous speaking contest and was valedictorian of her 
1930 graduating class. 

Soon she moved to California and enrolled at River¬ 
side Junior College, where she served as editor of the 
school newspaper. She transferred to USC on an aca¬ 
demic scholar¬ 
ship. Majoring in 
journalism, she 
served on the staff 
of the Daily Tro¬ 
jan, was a mem¬ 
ber of Theta 
Sigma Phi, a pro¬ 
fessional journal¬ 
ism fraternity, and 
the Amazons, an 
honorary service 
organization. 

She met her 
husband, Eugene 
H. Duckwall, while 
following her graduation in 1935. The couple celebrated 
their 60th wedding anniversary in 1995. 

Following graduation from USC, Josephine pursued 
a career with a literary agent, raised her daughter, man¬ 
aged her home as if it were a business, wrote publicity 
for the PTA and served as a Girl Scout leader. 

In 1980, use’s Andrus Gerontology Center called 
on her and her husband to star in a film, “Growing Up, 
Growing Older,” to be used nationwide in the schools 
to dispel stereotypes of older people. The film was 
shown before Congress, and stories about the 
Duckwall’s work on it were featured in Modem Matu¬ 
rity magazine and in USC’s alumni publication, Trojan 
Family. 

Mrs. Duckwall was honored in 1987 as an Arcadia 
Senior Citizen of the Year. She recently served a three- 
year term on the Arcadia Senior Citizens Commission, 
one year as its chairperson. In addition, she received 
recognition for her 10 years of service from HICAP, a 
state agency for health insurance counseling and advo¬ 
cacy. At her death, the Arcadia City Council honored 
her by early adjournment and a special, televised trib¬ 
ute. 

Surviving in addition to her husband Gene are her 
daughter, Carol Sibley; grandchildren Dana King and 
Dean Sibley; and great-grandchildren Audrey and Alex 
King. She is also survived by a brother, Cecil Steed. 

A memorial service will be held at 3 p.m. on June 8 , 
her birthday, at Rose Hills Memorial Park. Memorial

Cable Television FCC Credit 

Arcadia residents who subscribe to TCI Cablevision 
recently received, or will soon receive, a credit on their 
cable bill in the amount of $1.93. This credit is due to 
the fact that the City of Arcadia, along with 2,0(X) other 
cities, appealed TCI’s cable programming service tier 
(CPST) rates to the Federal Communications Commis¬ 
sion for the period of September 1, 1993 through St^j- 
tember 15, 1995. On April 26, the FCC ruled that this 
increase did not meet the definition set forth in the 1992 
Cable Act and ordered TCI to refund $9.1 million to 
approximately 4,685,000 of TCI’s CPST subscribers in 
the communities involved in the appeal. 

Cities have a very limited authority over cable tele- 

vision rates, and this FCC 
^ decision reflects the efforts 

of the City of Arcadia to 
protect the interests of lesi- 
- dents whenever possible.

Budget: A statement, usually itemized, of expected 
income, expenses and operating results. In simple 
terms: Budget means money.

If 
you don’t have enough money you either 1) get more 
money 2) go in debt 3) decide you don’t need and want 
as much 4) combinations of the above.

In simple terms: How we are going to balance the 
budget. ' 

General Plan: The framework of the City. In simple 
terms: What kind of city we want and how we are 
going to get it. Density: A state or quality of being 
compact; closely set or crowded conditions. In simple 
terms: Do we have enough room to move around ^d 
some green space to do it in? 

Affordable Housing: Housing that one has the 
means for or can meet the expense of. In simple terms: 
That’s about as simple as it gets. 

Income: the returns that come in periodically from 
labor, business, property. In simple terms: What most 
of us never feel we have quite enough of. In Simpler 
Terms: Money. 

Here is what the government has to say, based on a 
family of four: 

Very Low Income = anything below $2Q,342. 
Examples: bank tellers, cooks, file clerks, many'senior 
citizens. 

Low Income = $20,343 to $32,546. Examples: 
account clerks, secretaries, teachers, truck drivers. 

Moderate Income=$32,547 to $48,821. Examples: 
auto mechanics, electrical engineers, executive secre¬ 
taries, plumbers. 

Probably Don’t Have to Worry = $48,822 and 
above (actually I named this group).

On Tuesday evening. May 28, the AUSD Governing 
Board bbgan their meeting with several presentations. 

First of all, Jim Barrows from the Arcadia Festival of 
Bands presented the board with a plaque thanking them 
for their support. After this, the board gave a special rec¬ 
ognition to the AHS Girls Swim Team, accompanied by 
head coach Janice Clark and assistant coach Lisa Lucas. 
The team won the Pacific League Championship and 
placed second in C.I.F. competitions. 

Kerry King, an AHS AP Calculus teacher, was rec¬ 
ognised by the board with a certificate for writing a 
natioDiwide Calculus preparation book. Cliff’s Advanced 
Placement AB Preparation Guide. 

And finally,/the board honored four AHS students 
who had received “medals” in the L.A. County ROP 
program, as well as two Arcadia ROP teachers who were 
finalists in the County’s “ROP Teacher of the Year” 
program. 

On the action agenda, there was a second reading of 
the new high school mathematics course and accompa¬ 
nying text “Investigating Math.” These items were ap¬ 
proved together, although board member Mary 
Dougherty found some of the wording in the textbook 
to be somewhat vague. Likewise, a new food science 
textbook was approved: Food for Today. Dougherty said 
that upon second reading, the book had a “shotgun ap¬ 
proach, and was superficial.” However, the teaching 
staff recommended the textbook, approving its updated, 
practical applications for food. 

Other items approved on the action agenda were: 
approv^ of an application to apply to receive funding 
for specific categorical programs, reduced or discontin¬ 
ued classified positions, and the creation of two new 
classified positions for the summer. ‘This gives the dis¬ 
trict the opportunity to employ people during the sum¬ 
mer for general labor positions,” explained Deputy Su¬ 
perintendent Mimi Burgdorf-Hennessy. 

The last item on the action agenda involved suggested 
revisions to board policy to incorporate recent changes 
to state and federal legislation on promoting or oppos¬ 
ing legislation regarding educational programs. 

After approval of the consent items. Superintendent 
Dr. Terry Towner discussed some structural changes to 
the board room. Plans include double doors placed in the 
middle for more convenient access to the room. Glass 
windows and speakers will accommodate overflow 
crowds. 

During board member comments, Joann Steinmeier 
said that a recent newspaper article about Arcadia stu¬ 
dents and the Internet sparked interest from a KNX talk 
show. 

Board member Mary Dougherty, in the light of some 
recent recognitions of Arcadia schools, said proudly, 
“Arcadia sets the standard for excellence.” 

The next governing board meeting is scheduled for 
June 11, at 7 p.m.

“No role models, no 
outside influences. I was 
just bom with a love of fly- 
mg. 

So declares Pasadenan 
Alyce Stevens Rohrer, one 
of the pioneer pilots of the 
1940s and a member of the 
now-famous WASP pro¬ 
gram (Women’s Air Force 
Service Pilots) during 
World War II. 

Perhaps the earliest 
proof that flying was in her 
genes was Alyce’s initial 
attempt at flight, at age 
four. With wings made of 
paper and glue attached to 
her shoulders, she ex¬ 
ecuted a takeoff from the 
loft of the family’s bam. 
The resultant broken arm 
did nothing to dilute her 
determination to fly. Nor 
did the disapproval of her 
Mormon parents, who 
were aghast at their 
daughter’s resolve to try 
for her pilot’s license at 
age 16. 

Turning down a schol¬ 
arship to the University of 
Utah in favor of a secre¬ 
tarial job with Columbia 
Steel so she could pay for 
flying lessons did nothing 
to increase her stature in 
the Stevens family, which 
included two younger sis¬ 
ters and two younger 
brothers. 

“I was independent,” 
Alyce hardly needs to ex¬ 
plain. 

And earn her pilot’s li¬ 
cense she did—in 1942— 
just in time to respond to 
the WASP recruitment 
program—one of the 
5,000 women who ap¬ 
plied. The official age for 
enrollment was 21 , so 18- 
year-old Alyce had to 
juggle a few figures to 
qualify. 

The WASPs were the 
brainchild of flyer 
Jacqueline Cochran, who 
proposed that female pilots 
could fly military planes in 
the U.S., thus relieving 
male pilots for overseas 
duty. When the military 
ignored her idea, Cochran

appealed to Eleanor 
Roosevelt, and word was 
passed through FDR to 
General Hap Arnold.The 
WASP program was set 
up, and a bill sent to Con¬ 
gress designed to make the 
group an official part of the 
military. 

After six months of 
training at Avenger Field, 
Texas, Alyce got her 
wings. “It was exciting and 
fulfilling,” she says, but 
not without problems. In 
addition to the tough 
schedule, some of the men 
at the base did not like the 
idea of women flying for 
the military. 

“We were resented by 
some of our instructors,” 
Rohrer says. These men 
were older pilots or 4-Fs. 
Excluded from overseas 
duty they took their anger 
out on the women they had 
to instruct, sometimes 
flunking recruits for the 
slightest infraction. In 
spite of this, of the 1,800 
women chosen for train¬ 
ing, 1,054 graduated. 

Alyce was assigned to 
duty at Perrin Field, Texas, 
where she began testing 
“some of the oldest 
klunkers around”—AT 6 s 
and BT 13s not good 
enough for overseas ser¬ 
vice, but used for cadet pi¬ 
lot training. The WASPs 
also ferried new aircraft 
from Dallas to points east 
and west across the coun¬ 
try. 

Alyce’s most intense 
flying experience came 
when she was assigned to 
chauffeur an army Briga¬ 
dier General from Perrin 

Field to a meeting in St. 
Louis. Despite a clear- 
weather report, midway 
over Oklahoma an 
unpredicted thunderstorm 
rolled into position ahead 
of them. 

“The AT 6 s didn’t have 
oxygen,” Alyce explains, 
“and 13,000 feet was the 
highest you could go with¬ 
out suffering from oxygen 
deprivation.” 

Beyond the point of no 
return, and unable to fly 


over the storm, she was 
forced to go under it, 
where the limited visibility 
and lightening bolts began 
to worry both the pilot and 
her passenger. Wishing to 
at least relieve him, Alyce 
answered his anxious 
query with, “Don’t worry, 
lightening never strikes a 
plane.” But she knew bet¬ 
ter. 

Her own relief came 
later when she spotted a 
small civilian airport be¬ 
low. Executing a 180-de¬ 
gree turn, Alyce landed, 
ostensibly to “get gas.” 
The storm passed and the 
Brigadier General was 
safely deposited in St. 
Louis without the slightest 
knowledge of his pilot’s 
alarm. 

Although a measure of 
male hostility toward 
women also existed at 
Perrin Field, it was there 
that Alyce Stevens con¬ 
nected with a very atten¬ 
tive pilot—Jim Rohrer. 
Two weeks after they met, 
they became engaged. 
They had been married 45 
years when Jim Rohrer 
died in 1990. 

When the war in Europe 
was over in 1944, the leg¬ 
islation that would have 
made the WASPs an offi¬ 
cial part of the military was 
still on Congress’ list-of- 
things-to-do. But now pi¬ 
lots from the European 
theater were available for 
duty in the Pacific as well 
as at home. The WASPs 
were disbanded and sent 
home—without the GI bill 
or any other service ben¬ 
efits, including recogni¬ 
tion. 

On the Utah home front, 
Alyce fared a little better. 
Returning to Provo, in uni¬ 
form, she was invited by 
her father to speak at his 
Lions Club. 

The camaraderie 
among WASPs was—and 
still is—strong, and the 
individual women inde¬ 
pendent and determined. 
But it took 30 years for 
them to get the govern¬

served. In 1975, when an 
erring newspaperman re¬ 
ferred to the first women 
graduates of the Air Force 
Academy as the “first fe¬ 
males to fly for the U.S.,” 
that did it! WASP alumnae 
consulted with Barry 
Goldwater—a sympa¬ 
thetic supporter who had 
flown with them during 
the war. Together they ap¬ 
pealed to General Bruce 
Arnold, Hap’s son, who 
headed up a committee to 
meet with congress. Presi¬ 
dent Jimmy Carter signed 
the bill in 1977 and the 
WASPs became a part of 
the military. 

‘Thirty years too late,” 
is Alyce’s crisp response. 

Because this reminds 
her, with sadness, of her 
friend Mary Hartson, one 
of the 38 WASPs who 
were killed in the service 
of their country. After 
Mary’s crash, the field’s 
sympathetic and support¬ 
ive commander fumed and 
raged because there were 
not even funds to send 
Mary’s body home. And 
no life insurance for 
Mary’s widowed mother, 
whom Mary had been sup¬ 
porting. 

After the war, Alyce’s 
husband, Jim, worked as a 
test pilot for Lockheed and 


in Japan for Mitsubishi. 
But Alyce’s flying career 
was over. ‘There was no¬ 
where for a woman to go 
in the flying business 
then,” she says. Instead she 
enrolled at Cal State, L. A., 
earned a B.A. in social sci¬ 
ence and a life general sec¬ 
ondary teaching creden¬ 
tial, and taught English 
and history at El Monte’s 
Arroyo High School for 18 
years. She retired in 1980. 

During the 1950s, the 
Rohrers flew their own 
small plane out of El 
Monte Airport. But it be¬ 
came too expensive to 


maintain and besides, says 
Alyce, “Flying that little 
puddle-jumper never gave 
me a thrill that the bigger 
planes did.” 

Of the Rohrer’s two 
children, son Glenn is an 
engineer for Northrup, and 
daughter, Carol Ann 
Benson, is “scared witless 
of airplanes.” But Alyce’s 
12 -year-old granddaugh¬ 
ter, Kristan Benson, has 
already declared her inten¬ 
tion to become a pilot. 

It may skip a genera¬ 
tion, but it’s in the genes! 
Right?

already part of the paternal process,” he said philosophi¬ 
cally. 

Although treatments were extremely grueling, 
Greenberg chose to view himself as “a cancer survivor,” 
as opposed to a victim. “My attitude was that the Chemo 
lab was a battleground to fight this disease.” His attitude 
apparently paid off for him. 

He cited Magic Johnson as a similar type of survivor, 
when he discussed dying from disease. “Dying to him 
meant winning an Olympic gold medal,” Greenberg 
stated, before joking that he thought Magic Johnson was 
not the most decisive person in the world. “He is to bas¬ 
ketball what Liz Taylor is to marriage.” 

“I want to congratulate all of you,” he said, conclud¬ 
ing a most uplifting pre.sentation. 

Arlene Okamoto, who is in charge of physician net¬ 
working for Methodist Hospital, gave a special recog¬ 
nition to the cancer survivors that afternoon. Herself a 
five-year survivor of cancer, she remarked, “I wish each 
of you could speak, because I know you all have a story.” 

She gave gifts to the person in the audience who had 
been the most recently diagnosed (last month), and the 
longest ago (36 years). Prizes were awarded during a 
drawing afterward. 

“The point of living is not merely to survive, but to 
thrive,” said Anne Kennedy, e'ecutive director of the 
Wellness Community-Foothills, in her closing remarks 
that day. All of us would do well to remember these 
words. 


Sunday, June 2 was deemed National Cancer Survi¬ 
vors Day. In recognition of this event, the Cancer Care 
Network presented “Celebration of Life,” held at Meth¬ 
odist Ho.spital’s Lewis Hall. 

At this afternoon event, hundreds of current and 
former cancer patients from the local area gathered to 
reflect and reminisce on .some of their experiences. Vari¬ 
ous nurses and other medical staff were on hand to con¬ 
gratulate these individuals and to make pre.sentations at 
a special program. 

Dennis Lee, president of Methodist Hospital, wel¬ 
comed the group in the hospital auditorium. “We are not 
only celebrating life, but sharing with the community 
that life should never be taken for granted,” he .said. 

Mayor Barbara Kuhn then gave a proclamation to 
Methodist Hospital, recognizing June 2 as Cancer 
.Survivor’s Day. “What a glorious day for a celebration,” 
she stated, adding that daily miracles are shown by the 
|K‘ople present in the room. 

I'he highlight of the day’s program was an inspira- 
tiofial presentation from Scott Greenberg, who is a can¬ 
cer survivor that has shared his story on radio and tele¬ 
vision. 

The tale he tells is truly compelling. Only 25 years 
old today, he is the picture of health and shows no signs 
of the Hodgkin’s Lymphoma that ravaged his body not 
VO long ago. Although he remains at somewhat of a risk 
of contracting the di.sease again, he has recently cel¬ 
ebrated a remission of three years. 

Greenberg, a former Homecoming King at UCLA, 
was on top of the world several years ago when he no¬ 
ticed a large lump just under the skin at the ba.se of his 
neck. “You don’t have to be a hypochondriac to panic 
over a lump, but it just so happens I’m a hypochondriac,” 
he quipped. 

Unfortunately in this case his fears were well- 
founded. It was soon determined by the doctors on cam¬ 
pus that he did indeed have cancer. The treatment? 10 
to 12 weeks of chemotherapy accompanied by six weeks 
of daily radiation treatments. He asked the audience to 
share their respon.ses upon initially learning about their 
diagnosis. Almost universally, the reaction was “Why 
me?" 

Furthermore, he found out that he could be rendered 
sterile by the treatments he had to undergo. His mother 
then insisted that he visit a sperm bank, which is “not 
the place you want to be .seen in,” he joked. However, ^^ott Greenberg, giving an inspirational speech on

It is by the 
grace of Christ that we have the forgiveness of sins and 
therefore the love of God as Father as well as the fel¬ 
lowship of the Holy Spirit. Paul calls it “grace” because 
we are undeserving of it.

Madre passed ordinance No. 11 shutting off the sale of 
any and all forms of intoxicating liquors in the city ex¬ 
cept by druggists and physicians prescriptions.
